Construction of streets and al- 
leys in St. Louis during the year 
1924 totaled 33.35 miles—the larg- 
est in any year in the history of St. 
Louis, except the year before the 
World's Fair, when 40 miles were 
constructed—it was announced to- 


day by President Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service. A total 
of $2,948,287.48 was expended in 
street and alley construction this 
year. Specia! tax bills provided the 
costs for all but about 25 per cent 
of this construction, mast of the 
balance being provided for in the 
bond issue. ~ 

There were 81 street contracts 
under city supervision carried out 
at a cost of $2,369,570; nine street 
jobs under city direction for a cost 
of $290,815; four etreet grading 
jobs, for a cost of $43,980.92; 32 al- 
ley paving jobs, costing $180,- 
779.79, and six jobs by private con- 
tract under city supervision, costing 
$57,646, and 34 sidewalk jobs, cost- 
ing $77,485.77. 

Of the 33.35 mileage, 12.77 miles 
was by the city and 5.02 miles un- 
der city- supervision, for new 
streets, 14 miles reconstructed 
streete and 1.56 miles grading. The

Weak to Proceed, 
morning of May 5 we 
our march through the 
swamp and finally reached a val- 
ley where this stream passed 
throuch the monntain range. The 
snow was deep and the crust was 
not strong enough to hold us, 60 
struggling throuch it was rather 
tedious business. As we were both 
very weak, we halted at 3 p. m. 
and Seret. Hagvey, after investigat- 
ing, reported that he had seen a 
body of water about three miles 
to the south. But we were too ex- 
haustel to go on that night ana 
again camped in an alder thicket. 

“By 7:30 the next morning we 
arrived at the shore of the water 
which Sergt Harvey had seen on 
the previous afternoon, and there 
we saw a cabin only half a mile 
away. Here we found a small 
cache of food, including flour, 
salted salmon, bacon fat, baking 
powder, dried peaches, condensed 
milk, syrup and coffee. There 
was also a quantity of wood cut for 
a small heating stove, and it looked 
as though the cabin might have 
been occupied the previous day, 
although the bedding had been 
removed. 

Cabin Snowed In. 

‘We made some hot cakes, but 
not having eaten any solid food for 
some time, about two of them was 
all we could stand. At any rate, we 
now had both shelter and food. De.- 
spite the wood fire we spent a coM 
night and awoke the next morning 
to find it snowing heavily. The 
storm lasted all day, all that night 
and all through the next day. 

‘The morning of the Sth we 
took a walk to try to locate our 
position, and finally decided that 
we were on Moller Bay, an arm of 
Bering Sea. Later Sergt. Harvey 
made a reconnoisance trip and ver- 
‘ified this, while I prepared the 

wild ducks which we had _ killed 
near the cabin with a rifle belong- 
ing to our absent host. The Ser- 
| geant also brought back two snow- 
shoe rabbits. Although our charts 
dia not indicate that there was a 
village or cannery anywhere on this

The man in charge was Jake Or- 
oloff, who ferried us acroas to the 
cannery. Here we were greeted 
by the superintendent and other 
employes, who seemed as overjoyed 
at seeing us as we were at meet- 
ing them. 

“While we were Cevouring «& 
superb meal, which we enjoyed 
more than words can express, mes- 
sagea were sent out from the wire-

He had been ill only 24 
hours. 

Mr. Belmont died at 6:30 o'clock. 
He had been operated on in the 
morning and had seemed to rally 
splendidly in spite of his 71 years. 
At 4:30 p. m., however, his eyes 
elosed in unconsciousness. His 


strength rapidly ebbed until the 


end. At the bedside were those 
members of the family who could 
be hurriedly summoned. They were 
his wife, his son Morgan, and the 
latter's wife. His other son, Ray- 
mond, was at Middleburg, Va. He 
started at once for this city.
